Planting freit tram, like planting anything 
alee In the grom d, designed to grow well, 
must be done rig h t; and no labor can bo more 
judiciously spent, than in planting a fruit 
tree well. 
In the first place, get good, sound 
troee, and if the top is full of branches, or 
large, and the roots are small, it is neeessary 
to trim dowfi the top to suit the site ana 
quantity of roots. 
This the person planting 
must be the judge of. All roots that are 
bruised or injured in taking up, must be cut 
off smooth. 
The longer and larger the roots 
the better. 
In the next place, make the holes 
for tree* large, not less than from four to six 
feet in diameter, and at least two feet deep—- 
the more depth the better. 
Fill up the holes 
with any good toil to within fifteen inches of 
the top—eei the tree in the hule the same 
way it first grew—fill up all the spaces around 
the toole with good fine earth, and cover over

Among tbs documents and papers found at 
Brown’s house, four miles from Harper’s Fer­ 
ry, ware printed constitutions and by-laws of 
an organisation, showing, or indicating, rami­ 
fications in various parts of tbe Union.

Transplanting Fruit Trees. 


Planting fruit trees, like planting anything 


else in the ground, designed to grow well, 
must be done right; and no labor can be more 
judiciously gpont, than in planting a fruit 
tree well. In the first place, get good, sound 
trees, and if the top is full of bronchos, or 
large, and the roots are small, it is necessary 
to trim down the top to suit the eize and 
quantity of roots. This the person planting 
must be the judge of. All roots that are 
bruised or injured in taking up, must be cut 
oil omooth. The longer and larger tho roots 
the better. In the next place, make the holes 
for trees large, not lese than from four to six 
feet iu diauiotcr, and at least two feet deep— 
the more depth the betler. Fill up the holes 
with any good soil to within fifteen inches of 
the top—set the tree in the hole the same 
way it first grew—till up all the spaces around 
the roots with good fine earth, and cover over 
all the roots three or four inches thick with 
good rich eoil, which press down lightly with 
the foot, except around the trunk ofthe tree, 
where a half bucket of water poured around 
will have the effect of causing all the vacan- 
cies around the trunk and roots under it to 
till up. _ Place a stake or stick in the hole 
w.'iere there arc no roots near; or what would 
be much better, a post of locust, of proper 
size nnd height—to fasten the tree to for 
fjur or Iivcyc;ir9, '.o keep it from swinging 
about by tha nlm!, tlicu fill up the whole to 
within lour or fr, J iin,-!:?* pf tlic top, and put 
n layer <;f any kino of° maiuTP, straw, weeds, 
ic., ivo or thiee i iches thick, and then fill 
the hole full of earth, and tramp it iTJOderutc- 
ly tight. The trees ought to be planted* from 
nine to fifteen inches in depth, according to 
size and former dcptli of growth. Man 
trees arc ruined by the storms,cattle, &c., for 
want of good stakes or posts 10 prevent their 
bending dov, n, and shaking loose at roots, &c. 
These prescriptions arc intended for apple 
trees, and all others can be planted in the 
same way, except as regards distance. Apple 
trees, in a new orchard, should be planted 
from thirty to forty foet apart, according to 
sue or kinds of trees, smaller nize nearer in 
proportion. Fall planting is the surest sea- 
son, affording moru leustsro to plant propel- 
ly, &c., and pan be done from the middle of 
October until tho ground freezes.— Patriot and 
Vuiuu.

hopeless servitude or absolute extermination, 
in utter disregard and violation of these eter- 
nal and self-evident truths set forth in our 
Declaration of Independence:

Therefore, We, the citizens of the United 


States and the oppressed people, who, by a 
recent decision ol' the Supreme Court, are de- 
clared to have no rights which the white man 
is bound to respect, together with all tlic 
other people degraded l>y the law* thojeof, 
do, for the time being, ordain and establish 
for ourselves the following Provisional Con- 
stitution and ordinances, the better to prutwt 
our people, property, lives and liberties, and 
to govern our actions.

Lfftels of lite Explosion of a Locomotive.— 


The Indianapolis Journal gives an account of 
the explosion of the locomotive on the liellc- 
fontaino road, the other day, by which the 
engineer and fireman were killed, and says of 
the terrible power of the explosion: 
•- 


Tho engineer -was found on his feet, with 


the engine, leaning against it, and must have 
been with it when it made the frightful leaps 
from tho spot- where tbo explosion took place 
to where it finally rested.. If. first jumped 
forward about one hundred feet, aud made a 
hole, in the ground, by_ the tide of Ike track, 
deep enough to bury itself »'«, and a second 
plunge took U about fifty feet further, where it 
rested on ita driving w/ieelt, leaning a little to 
one side, and just far enough from the track 
to be out of the way. The forward truck of 
the engine was thrown back on tbe tender, 
and tbe two forward freight cars and their 
contents were shattered to splinters. The 
railroad track was tore up—the rails twisted 
and ties scattered. The tender wu» made a 
complete wreck, and the underworks of tbe 
engine broken into a mass of small pieces 
almost indistinguishable. 


How tbe engineer could have remained at 


bis pout, w« might say, with the engine mak- 
ing the fearful and almost incredible leaps 
that it did, is a mystery. He was found in 
tha same place and nearly the same position, 
when dead, us he occupied when living and 
on duty.
